Tbe total 
property- loss is estimated at $800,000, with 
practically no insurance.

Coldest. Winter on Record In Gotlinin. 

T;ho winter of 1003-04, with its long 
rollfbE Area and disastera,ctofies to-day with 
a record in New Vork'of having b'een the 
coldest'. in ( the aunnls of the weatlicr 
buwau. -Tim mean temperature has been 
20J1-8 degrees. Btiitzurds nnd heavy sn'ow- 
etorais were responsible for n snowfall of 
twenty-eight inches; which cost the 'street 
denning department more than 8000,000 
to remove. In fact, Recording to the offic- 
ials of-the' department, no such amount of 
eiiow 1ms ever been shoveled from the 
streets of New York in the city's history. 

There were nearly 2,000 fires in. the -city 
since December 1, nnd with the high cost 
of meat and provisions and the high cost 
of rents, the sufferings nnd privations of 
the poor have kept pace with the record- 
brenking winter. 

Statistics oE the United States bureau 
show that the mean temperature ivns 5 1-fl 
degrees lower than any winter during the 
last tlihty-threo years, and 1 degree lower 
than the winter of 1374-75, heretofore tha 
coldeston record. 

.The changeable .weather of the Eeason 
caused much illness,-' especially in pneu- 
monia, bronchitis and pulmonary diseases. 
Tho deaths due from '.pneumonia and kin- 
dred diseases, due to the unhenlthful 
weather, exceeded former, statistics *ih tbe 
health department. 

Current Affects Alaska, • 
The coast of Alaska,, affected by tho 
warm Japanese., current, has a tem- 
perature, that, rarely falls below zero, 
and that. does npt vary more than 25; 
dogTees, winter and summer. The rain? 
and . snowfall Is- excessive' here. In 
; i892-p3.the. snowfall at Valdeb amount- 
ed to fltty-sevVn feet .

Somo of the Indian trlbcB~o£ the 
West have arrange preferences In the 
matter of food. Nearly nil regard dog 
meat aa a delicacy and serve It at their 
feasts to guests of honor. Matt Duhr, 
an Oklahoma Indian, authority, visited 
the Otoe tribe near lied Fork recently 
and these are foiuo of his comments: 

"The Otoe dancing hall Is a tit place 
for heathen to worship In. It Is a hor- 
ribly decorated round house. Tbo or- 
chestra consisted of one tUing, by thorn 
called a drum. Pounding with a sledge 
hammer on the bottom of an empty 
pork barrel would make Just ns doleful 
noisos. * 

"Tho pngnh religious services laBt 
week were suddenly and roughly dis- 
turbed by a redskin espying a Jack 
rabbit In the distance-. Most of tho 
IndlanB forgot their worship and 
chased the long-eared scamp. , They 
pursued It for about four hours, when 
tho cunning animal took refuge In the 
thickets on the margins of Red Fork 
Creek. 

"Lois of the Otoe squaws are iiow 
gathering the seeds of pond lilies nnd 
dig tho nicely tasting roots of the fa- 
mous plants.

The' Illinois anpreme court has recently 
! decided n now and novel question, "one in 
"which every saloon keeper in the state is 
* interested. -The decision is to the effect 
that an order from a parent to sell, liquor 
to a minor muet ' be specific and defionte 
' and state, the exact amount. An order 
must be piven for each sale. ' A general 
order is not good. . The case was th;it of 
, the people against Fred Hammer of Pas- 
tonfor selling liquors to minors on order 
from parents. The statute gives the Hon- 
or denier permission to sell to minors on 
order from parents. Mr. Hammer presen- 
ted to the court written orders which did 
not state the amount or kind to bo sold. 
The circuit court, tbe appellate court and 
fin ally the supremo court held that these 
orders were illegal and that it is against 
general public policy to permit dram shops 
to sell to minora on orders unlimited.

Million* of Dpllnri Will Go Into

■ Over ^.OOO.OlW.OOO. will ho poured Into 
the pockets of the peoplo of tbu United 
States because of tlio war between .Rus- 
sia and Japan. Of the 52,000,000,000 
over luilC will go Into tho pockets of tho 
farmer, The man behind tho plow In tho 
middle West now stands as . dictator to 
Bus sin noil - to Jnphu. Tho wheat ho 
raised, tho corn ho plowed, tho cattle ho 
owns nro needed In the far Fast and 
when tho victor comes to figure up tho 
war indemnity ho will find that to tho 
American farmer has gone- tho bulk of 
expense. \ 

Those between the farmer nnd tho 
market In tho far I-hist will profit Tlio 
war between Russia and .Tftpau will aid 
railways, will pour fortunes Into the 
pockets of some speculators and drag it 
out of the pockets of others, but tlio 
farmer whose cribs are full of com and 
whoso bins are full of wheat and oats— 
tho farmer who slnco 3S07 has been 
hoarding tip his grain mid waiting for 
"dollar whent" to bccouio n reality, Is 
the real profiler by tho war. 

For onco ibo price bus soared with 
the granaries of the fnnner full. . IIo 
sees new dresses for tho wife, new 
horses for the hoys, pianos nnd education 
for the girls nnd somo storo tobacco In- 
stead of hillside navy for himself. 

WldciiprcAil Prosperity. 

When tho farmer prosper* the emintry 
prospers, for tho farmer spends his 
money. Every roar of a great gun 
knocking down some fortress hi Manchu- 
ria shatters nt the same time tlio mort- 
gage on some farm. If the war lasts two 
years American farmers wilt bo moving 
towrml tho capitalistic class. 

The first effect of '.tho war, of course, 
is felt In grain and 'provisions. Tho 
fanners realized audi excellent profits 
on Inst year's crops that a largo propor- 
tion of them were uot forced by need of 
ready money to sell all they produced, 
They are now coming Into tho market 
with cash wheat and cash corn — realiz- 
ing directly ou their grains tlio benefit of 
war time prices. Then; is no corner nnd 
tho speculators aru paying directly to 
the faYinor. 

Wheat nt $1.10 now means that wheat 
Is worth if 1. 10 in the eennntny of tlio na- 
tions, not that bomeono tins stored up 
vast, quantities and Is trying to unload 
at fictitious values. True tho speculators 
have nided in lifting the prices!, but only 
bemuse they saw tho pending shortage 
and tried to get in first. It Ib fair to as- 
sume that nne-tliirtl at least of tho profit 
will go to the farmer. 

These high prices will enable the 
farmers to hold future crops. The market 
experts declnre prices will go higher nnd 
higher, ltustila, America's great rival 
In the wheat market, will need all her 
wheat at home. 

War experts declare the war will Inst 
m or nt IciiKt ouo harvest. That will 
mean fortunes for tho fnrmpr. If tho 
war lasts two yours tha farmers will be 
wealthy. Tliey will ronlizo over a dollar 
in cash for every bushel of wheat mar-, 
fccted, they will get from SO to 00 cents 
for corn nnd tlio prices of hogs and cat- 
tle will be practically unprecedented.

HOSTILE ARMIES .IN TWO SHARP 
ENGAGEMENTS 



The Former Wm Crndled nnd. Devel- 
oped In Arid Lands, 

Civilization wns first begun In Irrigat- 
ed countries, Tho story of Joseph In 
Egypt — in fact, the wliolo Bible — Is a 
history of the wonders of Irrigation. 
Without Irrigation thero would have 
been no Greece, or Home; tio China, 
Egypt or India, with their literature, 
science and art, to redeem men from 
barbarism. 

With this brief explanation one may 
remark that the United States baa (300,- 
000.000 acres of iirld land wtactly like 
ihnt of the ancient world. If irrigated 
Its fertility would be threefold greater 
than the Mississippi valley. Even In 
States of heavy rainfall, ns In Wiscon- 
sin, Irrigation increases the crops. The 
average j:Ii;M of wheat In tho Slate of 
Ohio is said to bo less than ten bushels 
per acre. 

Tlio average yield of wheat in Colo- 
rado, once railed the Great American 
Desert, Is ::.". bushels per acre, and the 
quality etpuil, nfteu superior, to the'best 
Minnesota product. 

In the deserts of Xew Mexico and Ari- 
zona, where centipedes nnd tarantulas 
jwnrin, engineers arc finding subterra- 
nean rivers and lakes, and §et water 
nnywhero within a few feet of the snr- 
faca. 

With irrigation installed, n single 
gnipo cutting a foot long will cover a 
house and be loaded with fruit 'Iu three 
years. In three years palms grow 20 
feet high. Without irrigation nothing 
will grow. Its cost is so sain) I that men 
are getting rich iu tbo deserts there rais- 
ing pineapples, dates, olives, "oranges nnd 
tlio rare and delleutu frnits of Italy, 
Franco anil Spain. 

Irrigation Is no new problem yet to 
he solved. Before the New England 
nnd Virgin In t>clt laments worn dreamed 
of, the irrigation of the Aztecs and In- 
dians had been extended among the 
mountains and foothills of , tlio . Rto 
Grande. Within thirty yenrs after the 
InnAing of Columbus, the monhn bad 
Journeyed from Mexico along the nock- 
les art far north ns Santa Ve, and found- 
ed missions and rnucbeH, with irrigation. 

More than 7,000,000 acres nro under Ir- 
rlgntion-in tho gloat West between Mis- 
souri nnd the Pacific const, and when oil 
of a rid •.America shall; hit vo come under 
Irrigation the effect will be incalculable. 

In America it was the success of Cali- 
fornia Irrigation practiced at the Spanish 
missions that Inspired Brtghbm Young 
to lend tlio Mormons to Salt Lake valley, 
in Utah, That vast bnsln, liciamed in 
with mountains, and salt waves breaking 
against lonely, desolate shores, was then 
white with alkali — in placVa half a. foot 
deep. Col, Brldgcr railed tlio Mormons 
"crazy mnd," and offered Brigham Young 
$300 for the first ear of corn raised In 
Shit Lake valley. For two years, tho 
Mormons lived on wild gnmo and grass- 
hopper pies, then en mo crops, aud later 
fcuIL.'

Itussian occupation of Korean'. terri- 
tory lins up to date been regarded as a 
screen behind which she proposes to se- 
cure tier hold upon Manchuria. Nothing 
short of war would cause her to retire 
from her position in Stanchurlh, but 
vvhilo Korean territory is of llttlo vnluo 
to tho Knsninn protectorate olio may bo 
expected to mako a determined effort to 
do m in ale the lower waters of tbo Yalu 
river. 

In fact, curious ns It may seem, tlio 
estuary of tho "Yulu river Is tho very 
locnlo of tlio dispute between tho two 
powers, since, if Russia' were ever per- 
mitted to domiuato the Ynlu river, 6b o" 
would gain at onco that special position 
upon tlio frontiers of Koren which It 
Is tho desire of Jnpati to fruttrnto. 

Although tlio Russian occupntiou of 
Yohg-an-Fn may be circumvented, the 
development of An-tiing, upon tho oppo- 
site shore Df tho river, cannot bo pro- 
vented. It seems, therefore, as Inevita- 
ble flint some commniulltig position upon 
tlio Ynlu river must ultimately fall to 
her lot, 

Tlio position of Bussln at Nlu-Chwnng 
has been Indicated by past events. Her 
occupation of Mnncliiirin Is ml old story, 
and she is now engaged in tho rapid de- 
velopment of her interests nt An-tung. 
Tlio position of 'tho port endows It with 
u nn sua I ndvnntages and the commercial 
potentialities of the place nro great. 

Striking avvny from An-lung.is tlio 
Pckin "great .road," which rims to Liao- 
yung. Above An-lung the river divides 
and slmiils exist, the water being so shal- 
low that none but native craft can ply. 
Wi-ju is situated about ten miles to tlia 
caFtwnrd, and nt a point west of Mnn- 
kewi-sliuu, four tulles below An- thug, 
there is the terminus of tiie brunch of 
tho Mniichiirian . railway, which is to 
strike tlio river. * 

With this undertaking the position of 
Russia will tnke on a nqw phnsc, and 
tho isolation of Port Arthur, at present 
a grave defect in the strategic qualities 
of her military situation in Boulhcm 
Miitu'liurin, will have been dispelled. 

DIE AS SHIP BURNS 



Russian troops liavo clashed twice 
with' tho enemy on the soil ot Korea. At 
Plhg-Yang *u body of Russian cavalry ap- 
proached the north gate of the Jnpaneso 
camp ami fired at a' distance of 1,000 
met ors. Tim JapttliesG in fin i try promptly 
lespondcil and it sharp fusillade follow- 
ed, ns n result of which tlio 'Kussiimd 
were forced to retire; 

In the second encounter, tho Russians 
were victorious. A dispatch from Lenrr- 
Tong, a town ou (he Mnnchurlnu rail- 
way some ills tin ice south dr Mookdcu, 
says that C|ilne»o of the Ynlu river im- 
port that 'art ndvance guard of Ruttsliiii 
cavalry which, has penetrated Korea for 
a distance of 'about -00 versts had uu en- 
counter with a detachment of Japanese 
and that the Japanese wcro compelled 
to retreat, leaving their horses, which 
were seized by the Cossacks, Qeu. Llnc- 
vltch dispatched cuvulry and a body of 
Infantry hi pursuit and with nn order to 
occupy northern Korea. On the llnm- 
Gyeug frontier, northeast of Wlju, a de- 
tachment of Korean soldiers was attack- 
ed- and dispersed by Russian troops. 
• Russian officers believe they linve now 
accurate information of the Japanese 
plan of campaign in Matichurbi ami 
Korea. The Japs have large bodies of 
troops near Gciisun, on the enHteru count, 
nnd nt Chemulpo, on tho western coast 
of Korea. These troops nre engaged 
In , establishing n Hue ot rorttftcntioiis 
nlnng tho banks of tho Tsl-Tong river 
nnd nre making preparations' far the 
reception of tho army landed a few days 
ago nt Chemulpo, flic Intention of the 
Japanese being, In the Russian view, to 
run a series of fortifications right across 
Korea from Gen sun to Chlnnninpo. 

These measures the Russians believe 
to have been concerted In order to de- 
fend the middle and southern parts of 
Korea from tlio HusslaiiH should the Jap- 
anese be unsuccessful ou the Yulu and In 
Manchuria.

Fourteen Men nntl Women, Fenrliip 
Cremation, 1'criilt In Hind Sea, 
Threatened with death by lire on ship- 
board, off the Pacific coast, many pas- 
sengers and iu embers of the crew of the 
steamer. Queen risked their 1 ires in small 
boats In a tempestuous sen and fourteen 
of them were drowned. Those who pre- 
ferred to faco the peril of what scorned 
for hours unquenchable flnmcs fought 
fire and ntoriu and survived to rescue 
others, bring in tho hnlf-hnnml nblp and 
tell the story of the disaster. ■ 

With the greater part of the- upper 
deck burned away and tho stem almost 
burned out, the Queeii arrived nt Seat- 
tle and landed the 200 survivors of one 
of tho most harrowing voyneen over ex- 
perienced along the north Pacific coast. 
The ship caught fire In the after sa- 
loon Saturday morning, while n terrific 
gale was' raging. It seemed within n 
short time that the entire vessel would 
be destroyed, nnd then the enptfltn allow- 
ed nil who desired to do so to take to tho 
small boats, two of which were instantly 
swamped, the occupants being drowned. 
The lifeboats that were floated safely 
and two rafts that were thrown over to 
pick up anjr who might be thrown Into 
the water remained In the vicinity of the 
burning vessel nnd within view of it 
while the II ro was being fouclit by the 
crew and those among the male pnsscn- 
rer-s that remained on board, 
T The passengers nnd those of the crow 
who remained on board continued their 
fight ngnlnst the fl nines, with Increasing 
success, until tlio fire wnn brought un- 
der control. W^ieu It wns thought tho 
dnnger from lire wan past Captain Cous- 
ins recalled the lifeboats and tho occu- 
pants were taken aboard, , 

A guy rope attached to the gearing oT 
a brick building nt Norfolk,' Vn., used 
tn hoist one of the big guns of tho. moni- 
tor Nevada nbnnrd the vessel, broke nnd 
sent tho gnu cranhliig to tlio deck of tho 
monitor. In Its dewcent 1t dntnngcdtho 
'hip's bridge considerably mid knocked 
U In borer unconscious.

ATTACK PORT ARTHUR ANEW. 

Japs Do Great Dam ace to Part'a De- 
fending Fqnii'lron, 

The Japanese fleet Monday pinctlcnlly 
completed the annihilation of Russia's 
Port Arthur squadron. A ilcrco IioiA- 
bardment, begun at 10 o'clock. In tho 
morning, resulted In the Hiuklug of tlio 
cruiser Askold and n lorpedoer, tho crip- 
pling of the Novik nnd the silencing of 
the Rbtvlzan. The Japnnese withdrew 
In perfect order. The attack was in com- 
pliance with tbo Sllkndo's orders thnt 
Port Arthur must betoken nt nil costs. 

When the bombardment began the 
Russian cruisers Novik; Rnynn and 
Askold, nccompnulcd by four torpedo 
bonis, steamed out of the harbor to meet 
the nltack. After a fierce battle they 
were compelled to retire. 

The Askold wns In a sinking condition, 
the Novik greatly dnmnged, nnd one tor- 
pedo bout sunk. Tho Russian battleship 
Rctvizau, which has been on the rocks 
since the first engagement nf the war, 
was a special target for tho Japanese 
lire, nnd was struck several times. 

When the Japanese saw that thcyhad 
done all the dainnge possible they with- 
drew In good order. As far as is known, 
llieir fleet 'suffered no dniungo. After (lie 
bombardment a large force of Russian 
artillery was sent to Pigeon bay, it be- 
ing feared that the Japanese would at- 
tempt to land t roups there. 

l'ort Arthur was reported very short 
of provisions. Tlio soldiers manning the 
land batteries seemed dentoralizod by the 
repented attacks of tho Juiuiucsu squad- 
run. 

FLAMES RUIN A CAPITOL.

The Wisconsin State capital at ilndl- 
soii was destroyed by fire Saturday, with 
a loss estimated nt ?SO0,O0O. Tlio State 
enrrics only purl) a 1 Insurance, being lit 
the process of 'changing from limuruuca 
In companies ton system of State insur- 
ance.. The fire 'involves the building of 
a, new capitol, n special session of tho 
Legislature, and the probable renewal 
of the agitation lu fnvor of the removal 
of the capital from Madison to Milwau- 
kee. 

Tho flumes, which were caused by a' 
lighted gn» jet on the second llonr, early 
In the day, hud rubied the east and west 
wings,, containing the Senate and As- 
sembly chambers, nnd the departments 
of the tax commission, tho adjutant gen- 
eral, railroad commissioner, State Bchool 
superintendent, superintendent or public 
properly, hoard of agriculture, Slate nor- 
mal school, commissioner of fisheries, fish 
ami game warden. Slate board of phar- 
macy. State Inud ofl'lce, dairy and food 
commission, Suite treasurer ami coimuls- 
sioner of labor, and wore about to at- 
tack the departments of the CJoTernor, 
Secretary of State. State board- of con- 
trol and the Insurance commies! oner. 

Tiie local fire department soon had ten 
streams of water playing on Hie flames, 
nith Utile effect nnd the Milwaukee de- 
partment was called tu render assist- 
ance. 

At 8 o'clock tlio flames were bursting 
from th'c windows of tho north and south 
wings, the cast mid west wings having 
by this time been destroyed. 

The. hist departments to burn were 
those of the Secretary of Suite nnd Gov- 
ernor, on the south, the Attorney Getiernl 
mid Insurance commissioners nn the tnnln 
floor and tho Supreme Court law library 
and State library commission on the sec- 
ond floor. Practically all tlio- valuable 
Rtnto records were saved, us most of 
them wcrie hi masonry and, stool vnnltH, 
The State treasury hud only about $8,000 
In cash ou hand. 

,Ex-Gov. Hqholield maintained Insur- 
ance ou the building throughout his term 
totaling $000,000, but tlio last Legisla- 
ture Instituted an Insurance fund nnd 
directed the State's officers tn allow tha 
Insurance policies tn lapse. In June Inn 
there. lapsed $510,000 mid In December 
the sum of ?00,000. Tliore Is In tlia In- 
j. urn nee ftiml at tlio present time nbout 
$0,000 to meet Hie loss of .$800,000. 

All Around tho Globe • 
The residence of E. J. Ellas nt Buffalo, 
with- its costly. furniture nnd bric-a-brac, 
waa burned. Loss $75,000, Insured- 
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Most of Wednesday ,wnn spent In tho 
Semite discussing an amendment to the 
agricultural appropriation bill, striking 
out the House provision: giving the. Sec 1 
retiiry of Agriculture authority to /In- 
spect Imported food products when, mis- 
branded or suspected of Impurity., Final- 
ly the Senate agreed to substituting the 
net of 1000 hearing upon tlio Kama point, 
but amended to make the provision appli- 
cable to impure. food only, leaving out all 
regain liana relating to mlsbrutided and 
falsely labeled articles. Final action on 
(do- bill was' postponed until Thursday. 
Tho great lakes training station went but 
of .the naval appropriation bill after a 
wordy battle in the House. Mr. Rurtou 
of Ohio moved to strike out the provision 
for tbo single hnttlesblt^jiinliovUcd, and 
ids motion wan left pending at adjourn- 
ment. Mr. Cooper continued bis. fight 
against th<< groat hikes training- station, 
and wan opposed by Mr. Foss nnd Mr. 
Ci-iimpncker. Mr. Stafford of Wisconsin 
spoke iu favor of Milwaukee iir the site. 
Various amendments were disposed or ns 
not in order, nnd finally Mr. Cooper In- 
sisted upon his point of order that the 
iiavnl station bo ruled out of the bill. Mr. 
Burton then Injected his motion to strike 
out tho provision for ouo battleship. 

When the Senate convened Thursday 
tlio agricultural appropriation bill was 
taken up again, nnd after 'a number of 
minor amendments were made It wns 
passed. An amendment oftVred by Mr. 
Heyburn authorizing, tlio Secretary of 
Agriculture- -to prohibit Interntato ship- 
ments of misnamed and tnlsbruudcd fruit 
trees , provoked a long discussion, in 
which Messrs, Hcybuni, Clark of Wyom- 
ing, Tilliiuin, Lodge, Hnle, Teller, 1'roc- 
tor and Ilalley talked nt length on econ- 
omy of government. Tho legislative, ex- 
ecutive and Judicial nppropvUUun bill 
also was passed. Mr. Meyer of Louisiana 
opened the debute on the nnvni appro- 
priation bill lu tho House, leading a enm- 
paign by the minority to reduce tlio num- 
ber of (ships authorized, lie wanted tlia 
bill recommitted with lantrucllous to 
eliminate two cruisers, hut . bis ' amend- 
ment Wns defeated, ns wall ns that offer- 
ed by Mr. Burton of Oldo to do away 
with 'tlio one battleship authorized. Mr. 
Bishop of Michigan was the only other 
Republican to support Mr. Burton's 
amendment. 

The Semite Friday con ride red at some 
length tbo bill requiring the use 'of 
American sliipu iu currying government 
supplies, but took no action, ns a nuorum 
was not present. Tim bill was criticised 
by Democratic Senators as being In the' 
uaturo of n subsidy, but Mr. Hale, in 
cliurgo of tho measure, defended It 
against this attack, and championed It 
as being in lbs Interest of American 
shipping. The House passed the naval 
appropriation bill after having It under 
consideration for a week. There was n 
party contest on a number of proposi- 
tions while tho body sat in committee of 
tha whole considering tlia bill. The mi- 
nority m embers made a special effort lo 
secure an ntnendtnent to fix the price of 
armor plate at the figure bid by tho Mld- 
-vale Steel Company. Several nmeutl- 
meats were ruled out ou points of order 
nnd the matter. of armor pinto was left 
to the discretion of tho Secretary of tho 
Navy.

In the. Semite Snturdny a motion by 
Mr. Cn nu nek to recommit the bill requir- 
ing (lie use or American vessels In trans- 
porting government supplies was defeat- 
ed. An nmciidnient by Mr. Hale to pro- 
vide that the .government bo relieved 
from enforcing the operation of llio pro- 
posed law lb cases where tho charges 
by American vcKscls^esceed those of for- 
eign ships to tiie eTtcnl of 10 per cent 
wan tabled. Efforts to (It llio figures 
nt 15 nnd then nt 20 per cenl nlso were 
defeated, na was an amendment extend- 
ing to 11)00 the lime for the law to tnko 
effect. -vAn a m cud men t excluding from 
the benefits of the bill American vessels 
employing Chinese other than those en- 
titled, to reside in the United Slates wns 
offered by Mr. Patteraou and was de- 
feat ed. Mr. Hale, In charge of tlia bill, 
consented to strike out the section au- 
thorizing the President to suspend the 
act and nlso consented lo amend it ho 
that In case of excessive charges tlio 
matter may be settled by 'existing laws.

Hlfcado's Fteot Attempt* to' liottlo tip 
■ R n ■■Ian* at 'Port Arthur. ' 

The Japanese made another attack on 
Port Arthur nnd wero repulsed, Tho 
attack was inndo about two hours' before 
dawn. All sorts of conflicting reports 
In ; regard to the engagement Uavo been 
received, but the moBt circumstantial ac- 
count 'makes It appear. that the Japanese 
attempted to repent Lieut. Hob son's fam- 
ous exploit at Santiago, whim ho sank 
the Mcrrlmnc In the narrow mouth of tba 
harbor, hoping to bottle up the Spanish 
fleet 

According to report, tiic Japanese load- 
ed four Btomriers with stone and explo- 
niveau lid, supporting theni with the tor- 
pedo bonts and cruisers of the fleet, put 
on all steam and headed for tho mouth 
of the diarbor. The wntcb on tlio dis- 
abled battleship Rolzivnri, lying nearest 
to the entrance of tlio harbor, was tho 
first to discover tlio approach of llio en- 
emy. Though nimble to put to sea, the 
battery of the big warship is Intact, nnd 
In n moment her hiigeguua wero ploying 
furiously uponlne approaching steamers, 
two of which seemed to be heading di- 
rectly for her. It was hut u' moment be- 
fore the land batteries and the guti3 of 
every vessel In the RusbIiiu fleet were In 
action. Tho Japanese warships of Ad- 
miral Togo's licet, following dose In the 
wake of the stone-laden steamers, vycro 
not slow In replying, and the. darkness of 
the night was lighted with tho flashes of 
the guns from the opposing fleets, 
• The dnrlng . lJipnnc.su sailors on board 
the steamers that were to bo sacrificed 
In the attempt to block tlio harbor kept 
boldly, on. Probably lu tha darkness the 
Hussions mistook the foremost vessels 
for the cruisers or the Japanese fleet and 
centered their tiro upon them. Shot af- 
ter shot pierced the wooden sides of the 
vessels and. tliey were rapidly filling with 
water before the crews attempted to es- 
cape Two of the vessels wero sunk 
near tho entrance to tlio harbor nnd a 
third went aground near tho lighthouse 
on the little peninsula known as the 
tiger's tall. The fata of the fdurth Is 
unknown. 

In order that Americans may realize 
what bns been going on in tlio roadstead 
and outer harbor of Fort Arthur since 
the beginning of the Russo-Japanese war 
they havo only to recall the actions of 
tho American fleets during the wnr with 
Spain Id 1808. When hostilities began at 
that time Dewey Immediately struck at 
tlio Spanish ships in Manila bay nnd do- 
Btroyed them. In Cuban waters the prob- 
lem of the destruction or "bottling up" 
of AdmlrnlCervern's cruisers in Santiago 
harbor was of overwhelming Importance. 
Admiral Sampson tried to boltla them 
up and ITobson's exploit with tho Mer- 
rimnc thrilled (lie world. Finally the 
Spanish ships inndc a dnsh for liberty 
end. wero smashed by the Americans. 
Then land ope rations alone were loft, 
tbo transports carrying troops being free 
from diingor of attack.

AMERICA N OW IN EVIDENCE. 

London Paper Comments an Attitude 
£ of United States. 

The London Morning Post devotes n 
long editorial nrticle to a historical rec- 
ord of tho rapid growth of American ac- 
tivity In' far eastern affairs, comparing 
the present attitude of tlio United 
States with their passive. Interest in tlio 
Chlno-Jopnucso ,. war. Tho "paper re- 
marks on tlio notable pro- Japanese feel- 
ing In the United, States. -after, such n 
long traditional, friendship with Russia, 
and ' contends .tit at American friendship 
for the Czar's empire" wan always arti- 
ficial.. Admiral -Dewey's guns, the ps- 
ptr continues, literally abnttereS the 
superstition that Russia was the ap- 
point sd friend and Great Britain the ap- 
point *-a twmy of tha -United State*. " -. ■ 





LL of last week tborc was little news and less that was 
reliable coming from the. scat of war In the Far East 
Some of t lie reports dealing with alleged operations on 
land ecomed to bo tlio creations of imaginative writers, 
vrhllo others wero. so conflicting that It wns difficult to 
know what part to nccept and what part to reject. 

With considerable circumstantiality It wns reported 
that. Russian advance guards south of tho Yalu River 
wero driven back, with the loss of 2,500 Uvea. There 
havo been somo big battles fought in which the loss 
..of" life was much less than. tills, and. tho association of 
advance guards, Which usually do not number over 100 
men each with Bueh a slaughter carried its own refutation. 

While, of course, there may he minor clashes between Russians nnd 
Japanese In Korea at any tlmo, It has seemed probnble tbn't weeks might 
elapse before there would bo any serious land fighting. Russia, undoubtedly, 
Is riot ready for aggressiveness, and It -will be her policy to delay matters 
as long as possible so as to have her rc-lnl'orceniouls on tho ground beforo 
the serious work of land campaigning is begun. One report had It that 
orders bad been lBsued to army and navy officers to remain on tho de- 
fensive until June, when naval ro-iriforcenicnta are expected to arrive in 
the East from Europe. 

Apparently, the Japanese have been coutcntlng themselves with effecting 
as thorough an organization In Korea as possible. They have been extend- 
ing the railroad from Fusan northward toward the Yalu River, so as to be 
able to hurry their men arid supplies to the front when the Berlous campaign- 
ing should begin. The Japanese minister to England, 'Viscount Ilaynshl, 
enys that Japan will take her time in opening the campaign. "The^sballow 
Inlets," he says, 'are now frozen, retarding the disembarkation of our'forees.*^ 
Meantime Russia Is. grappling with tho difficulty of moving re-Inforce-- 
ments across the Intervening, space of nearly U,000 miles which lie between 
Port Arthur and Vladlvostoek nnd St. Petersburg. One report, Russia is Its 
source, however, Bays that the Slanchurlan and Siberian roads arc conveying 
troops without difficulty to the various points of concentration, and Prince 
Khlllkoff, the Minister of Railroad Communication, states that tho Siberian 
Railroad Is able to move 80,000 troops a day toward their destination, but 
Hint the transit from western points to the Far East will require six weeka. 
These are widely different from still another report .which Bays that tho 
movement of. troops Is much' slower than was expected, the anticipated 
averngo of 7,000 a day having fallen to 8,000. 

Under Russia's new plons for' the laud campaign General Kuropqtkln, 
who resigned as Minister of War, assumes command of the entire military 
forces In tho East. Ho has the reputation of being one of the ablest officers 
In Europe, and In Russia bo Is almost worshiped by the soldiers.- He has 
had wide military experiences in some of Russia's campaigns In Asia ana in 
the war against Turkey in 1ST". Several members of Russia's royal family, 
Including Grand Duke Michael, brother of the Czar, tud Grand Duke Alexis, 
Bet out for tho sent of war. 

A singular plm so which one would hardly assoclateywltb Russia Is the 
wonderful wave of patriotic enthusiasm which Is sweeping over tho country. 
Even the wild tribes of tiro Caucasus, Finns and' Poles, are offering tbolr ser- 
vices to tho common fatherland, while In St Petersburg forty-flve Jewish 
physicians have offered to go to the front to enro for the wounded. Rubles 
by tho hundreds of thousands are being donated for Red Gross relief work. 
* During tho week tho rumor was ngnlii renewed that Russia was nego- 
tiating for the passage of her Black Sea fleet through the Dardanelles. This 
fleet consists of several powerful battleships and a strong torpedo flotilla and 
should it bo enabled to reach the East it might greatly alter the balance of 
naval power there. \" 

Lato reports of tho land movement by the Japaneso show that troops 
landed at Poaslet Bay, near Vladivostok, and advanced to Uungchun, The 
Russian government at Vladivostok -fled to' temporary quarters at Kbnba- 
rooka, on the Amur River, 000 miles north. Tho Invaders marched on Klrln," 
to the. west. Seventy miles of Trans-Siberian railway between Vladivostok 
and Harbin have been destroyed by the Japanese. These moves were believed 
to be preparatory to an attack on Vladivostok. Dolny wob evacuated but tho 
Russians boasted that they had mined tho city bo the Japanese would not 
daro occupy It. Tho Korean government ordered Its soldiers to join the Jap- 
anese army In tbo Hold. 

Practically nothing Is known of Japan's plans on land or sea. An un- 
confirmed report, which Is probably- false, states that the Japanese captured 
four Russian torpedo boats at Port' Arthur, by using tho Russian signals. It. 
Is believed that tho objective point of. the Japanese troops which have been 
landed at Chemulpo is Ping-Yang, a place of great strategic value, south of 
the mouth of the Yalu River. As It seems to be authentically stated that a 
Cossack. forco has taken possession of Anju, to the north of Ping- Yang, It 
has seemed as though the first serious load fighting would likely take place 
In that vicinity.

Japan Institutes n V leer oynlty in the 
Her in ft Kingdom, 

Japan has Instituted a vice royalty In 
Korea. Mr. Toknguwa lias been appoint- 
ed resident viceroy In Seoul nnd .Mr. 
Knt'o i yiee resident, Tlio latter for sev- 
eral weeks . has stayed at the imperial 
palace In Seoul to prevent the Emperor 
from fleeing on board n French worship. 
Tho Japanese hare removed the Glngs- 
hurg Coal Company's vessels.from Che- 
mulpo' nnd also the Korean warships,' 
Tho Japuucsc cruisers Surnn and Idzuma 
arrived nt Shanghai. One thousand Rub-. 
sfnri troopB have arrived "at Tongwu and 
BOO nt'Rnuson. 

'The Korenn government hns decided 
to order tlio 'army to join tlio Japanese 
forces. in the Held. The army at present 
consists of about 20,000 ' men. trained- in 
European manner. In 1800 tlio army 
wnH taken in chargo by a Russian colo- 
nel, with three non-commissioned officers, 
but livo years later he retired, after do- 
ing much to improve the efficiency of tho 
troops, 

Ono of the features of flic onny Is the 
bodyguard of the Emperor. It consists 
of 1,000 picked men, all drilled to per- 
fection and under perfect discipline. 
From timo to time drafts from this body- 
gnnrd ore mnde for the standing army, 
l luis helping grefltly the drilling of the 
lnttcr. 

Tho port of Wiju Iijih been opened to 
foreign trade, but it hns not yet been 
decided what limitations to place .on 
commerce nnd other incidental matters. 
Tho opening of tho port n ceeasl fated a 
harbor, nnd Yongnmpho was chosen. . 

Tho Japanese minister nt Seoul has 
requested the Korean govern men t to 
hand the French minister his passports.

The most significant 
news contained In the telegrams Is to the 
effect, that five thousnud Chinese cavalry 
watched by Japanese officers left Tien- 
tsin for Cliarig-Kwan on the Mauchurinn 
border nnd within easy striking distance 
of tho RusBina troops,- Two thousand 
former Chinese sotdlcrs'are harassing the 
Russians at Liao Yang. Tho Cliincse 
nre guarding the Chinese railroad and 
liave thousands of troop b disposed 'of at 
good strategic points. At Shanghai tho 
Japanese hnve threatened to force obedi- 
ence to China's order to the Russian war 
vessel Mundjur to leave the harbor, by 
entering nnd driving- her out. Viceroy 
Alcxlcff has threatened the Chinese with 
severe puiilshmeat If they. fail to recog- 
nbe his requisitions. At Pekln the 
Downger Empress held n reception which 
the Hussion nmhnssador. M. Lcssar, fail- 
ed to attend. This is regarded as most 
significant.. China has ordered two cruis- 
ers fo Shanghai to eject the Russian gun- 
boat Mandjur from the harbor. Tlio 
Russlau colony at Seoul has taken refuge 
In the legation at Chemulpo and in tho 
offices of tlio Russian East China Com- 
pany, which is guarded by sailors.

In this respect if 
in no other, the advantages of the week- 
ly paper over the dally In the presenta- 
tion of reljnble newn, Is apparent to 
every person who undertakes to gnin n 
comprehensive idea of events, their se- 
quence nnd their importnnco lu determin- 
ing tho issife between Japan nnd' Russia.

Pa tnl Connplrnc? Trlnl Ends In Vic- 
tory for Government. 

August -W. Mnclieri, fonner chief of 
tho rural freo delivery division of the 
Postofllce Department; George E. *Lo- 
rcaz, former postmaster of Toledo, Ohio; 
Dlller B. Grofl and Samuel A. Graff 
wero found guilty of conspirncy. to de- 
frnud the government through contrncts 
for supplying tlio postal service with 
tho Graff letter box fnBtcners. 

The conviction of Maclicn Is regarded 
by postofllce nnd other government offi- 
cials as n victory of surpassing impor- 
tance in connection with future postofllce 
prosecutions, Mnchcu, they have held 
nil along, wns the dominating figure, of 
tho coterie of officials in the department 
who UBed their positions for private 
gnin.

Tho sweeping verdict wns totally un- 
expected and caused a sensation in Wash- 
ington.

How Russian Merchants Win Valuable 
Concessions from the Czar. 

Russia's de3tre to extend her trade 
to all parts of the Orient are many 
and some of them both daring and 
adroit Frequently privileges are ob- 
tained for her merchants .and cara- 
vans to paS3 Into or through the cov- 
eted couatry for trade; to open stores 
and banks; to trade at ports and navi- 
gate rivers; to establish post routes 
with their various stations for ex- 
change of drivers and horses, and to 
Install consuls at various places. Con- 
cessions are .secured for cutting tim- 
ber or operating mines on certain 
tracts of land and rights are produced 
whereby Russia and her subjects may 
buy land and build consulates, stores 
and factories, and also dwellings for 
those who are. connected with the 
various enterprises. Rights are also 
obtained or taken to protect the Chris- 
tian subjects of an unchristian govern- 
ment. 

Army reconnoltering expeditions nrc 
sent into the country with goods, dis- 
guised as merchants, or accompanied 
by a detachment of Cossacks and 
claiming to be purely scientific expe- 
ditions. Cut of pure generosity con- 
cessions whifh^ when asked for are 
represented as unimportant, assume 
great significance after they are grant- 
ed and ore rigorously enforced and 
greatly expanded. What may pose as 
a, legitimate and perfectly harmless 
business arrangement is extended, as 
later construed by Russia,' to cover 
privileges far beyond anything the vic- 
tim ever dreamed -of. The conces- 
sions which Russia extracts from oth- 
ers are rarely accompanied with 
equivalent or adequate returns, and 
more otton nothing Is granted in ex'- 
change.

Schofield maintained insur- 
ance on the building throughout his term 
totaling 8600,000, but tbe last legislature 
institnted an insurance fund, and directed 
the state's officers to '-allow tbe insurance 
policies- to lapse.

The governor will call an extra session 
of the legislature to provide for rebuilding 
tbe capital, which was erected sixty years 
ago, and was of heavy cut sandstone.

Coldest Winter on Record In Gotham. 

■The^ winter of 1903-04, with its iong 
roll of fires and disasters, closes to-day with 
a.record in : New York of having been . the. 
coldest in tbe aunalB of tbe weather 
bureau, The mean temperature has been 
20 1*3 degrees. Blizzards and heavy snow- 
storuiB were responsible for a snowfall of 
twenty-eight inches, which cost the street 
cleaning department more than. 8000,000 
to remove. In fnct, according, to the ofrJc 
ials of the department, no.such amount of 
snow, has ever been shoveled from the 
streets of New York in the city *e history. 
There were nearly 2,000 fires in the city 
since December 1; and with the high cost 
of meat and provision* nnd tho higli cost 
of reiits, the. sufferings 'and privations of 
tbe poor have kept pace with tbe record- 
breaking winter, 

'Statistics of tho United States bureau 
show, that the mean temperature wna 5 1-3 
degrees tower than any. winter during tbo 
'last thirty-three years, and 1 degree lower 
thnu tho winter of 1874-75, heretofore the 
coldest on record; • 

, The changeable weather of the season 
caused much illness, especially, in pneu- 
monia, bronchitis. and pulmonary diseases. 
The deaths due from .pneumonia and kin- 
dred diseases, due to 'the uuhenltbful 
weather, exceeded former statistics in tho 
health department.

to a minor must be specific and dofinate 
and state the exact amount. An order 
must be Riven for each stile. A general 
order is not good. The case was that of 
the people against Fred Hammer of Pax- 
ton for selling liquors to minors on order 
from parents. The statute-gives the liqu- 
or denier permission- to sell to minors on 
order from parents. J[r. Hammer presen- 
ted to the cdurt written orders which did 
not state the amount or kind to be sold. 
The circuit court, the appellnte court and 
fiaally the supreme court held that these 
orders were'illeRat and that it is against 
general public policy to permit dram shops 
to sell to minors on orders unlimited.

Court for Decision. 

What 'Constitutes a bath? 
i This Is a peculiar question with 
which n California court is now wrest- 
ling.- An. anxious * world impatiently 
awaits the decision;^'" 

A California householder ls, ; belng 
sued for the price of a heater that .was 
guaranteed to heat sufficient water for 
a bath, and the defendant. has proved 
thht It supplied only 35 gallons of hot 
water, which he alleged to he/ Itjprlffi- 
clent'for a bath, 

The plaintiff insisted that 35 gallons 
Is ample, declaring that "a man could 
get wet first on/ono side and then on 
the other,!' and that "it is not neces- 
sary that- he/should take a plunge In 
a swimming pool." ' 

On this question the issue is joined. 
The court has the " matter under ad- 
visement 

> The decision will, at" course, be of 
great importance, no matter on which 
side It is rendered. The legal' quantity 
of water necessary to a legal bath 
ought to he clearly defined, for the 
protection of the public against people 
who evidently regard a pint or so suffi- 
cient. 

Bible students will recall the fact 
that among the ancient Hebrews the 
"hath" was a regular liquid measure, 
and scholars have agreed on eight and 
one-half gallons as Us modern equiva- 
lent. It would seem, therefore, that 
If eight and one-half gallons was the 
regulation amount for bodljy ablutions 
In the days of Solomon, then 35 gal- 
lons ought to be ample at the present 
time. r 

This Important fact Is cited, not 
from any desire to unduly Influence 
the court, hut merely to substantiate 
the point that the hath ought to. be 
legally defined now as it was In the 
time of Solomon. 

,And when the requirements have 
been fixed, even Chicago professors 
ought to be made to conform to them. 
— Worcester Gazette.

For once the prica Ima soared with 
tho granaries of the farmer full, lie 
aces new dresses for tho wife, new 
horses for the boys, pianos nnd education 
for the girls and some store tobacco In- 
stead of hillside navy far himself. 

Widespread Prosperity. . 

When tho farmer prospers the country 
prospers, for the farmer upends his 
money. Every roar of 'a great gun 
knocking down some fortress In Manchu- 
ria slintters at the same time the mort- 
gage on some farm., If the war lasts two 
yenrs America u fanners will bo moving 
toward the capitalistic class. 

The first clTect of .the war, ( of course, 
Is folt in grain nml provisions. Tho 
farmers realized such excellent profits 
on last year's crops that a largo propor- 
tion of jhein ^rcra nof forced by need of 
ready riiouej* to kcTT all they produced. 
They nro now coming into tho market 
with cash wheat and cash com — realiz- 
ing directly on their grains tho benefit of 
war time prices. There is no corner nnd 
tho speculators are paying directly to 
tho farmer, 

Wheat at $1.10 now means that wheat 
Is worth $L10 In the economy of the -na- 
tions, not that someone has stored up 
vast quantities nnd Is trying to unload 
at Gctitlnns v nines. Tn\c the speculators 
have nided in lifting the prices, hut only 
because they saw the pending shortage 
and fried to get in first. It Is fair to as- 
sume that nne-third nt least of the profit 
will go to tho farmer. 

Those blch prices will cnnhle thn 
farmers to hold future crops. The market 
experts declare prices will gn higher and 
higher, lttmsln, America's groat rival 
In tho wheat market, will need all her 
wheat at home. 

War experts declare the wnr will last 
oi cr nt least one harvest. That will 
moan fortunes for tho farmer. If tho 
war lasts two years the farmers will be 
wealthy. They will realize over a dollar 
ia cash for every bushel of wheat "mar- 
keted, they wilt get from 50 to 00 cents 
for corn nnd the prices of lings nnd cat- 
tle will ho practically unprecedented.

CIVILIZATION AND IRRIGATION. 



The Former Wan Crnrfled nnd Devel- 
oped In Arid Lands. 

Clrltbntion was first begun in Irrigat- 
ed countries." Tho story of Joseph in 
Egypt — in fact, the whole Bible — Is a 
history of the wonders of irrigation. 
Without irrigation there would have 
been no Greece, or Rome; no China, 
Egypt or I ml I ii, with their literature, 
science and art, to .redeem men from 
bnrhn rutin, ' 

With this brief explanation ono may 
remark that the United States has 000,- 
000.000 acres of nrhl Innd -exactly like 
thnt of (he ancient world. If Irrigated 
its fertility would he threefold greater 
tluin the Mississippi valley. -Even in 
States of heavy rainfall, n» in Wiscon- 
sin, irrigation increases the cropa. The 
average yield of wheat in the State of 
Ohio is said to be less than tea bushels 
per acre. 

The average yield of wheat in Colo- 
rado, once called the Great American 
Desert, Is .15 bushels per itcrc, and the 
quality equnl, often superior, to the best 
Minnesota product. 

In the deserts or New Mexico nnd Ari- 
zona, where centipedes aiid tarantulas 
I warm, engineers aro finding subterra- 
nean rivers and bikes, and fet, water 
anywhere within a few. feet of the sur- 
face. 

With irrigation installed, n : single 
grape cutting a foot long will cover a 
honae nnd be loaded with fruit in? three 
years, in three yenrs palms grow 20 
feet high. Without irrigation nothing 
will grow. Its cost is no small that meu 
are getting rich in the deserts there rais- 
ing pineapples, dntes, olives, oranges nnd 
the rare nnd delicate fruits of Italy, 
Praace nnd Spain, 

Irrigation Is no new problem yet to 
ho solved, Before the New England 
arid VirRinla net tlenu 1 . tits were dreamed 
of, the irrigation of the Aztecs- and- In- 
dians had been extended among , the 
mountains and foothills of , the llio 
Grande. Within thirty years after the 
landing of Columbus, the monks hnd 
Journeyed from Mexico along tho Ilock- 
ics art far north as KniiU Ve, and found- 
ed missions and ranches, with Irrigation. 

More than 7,000,000 acres nro under Ir- 
rigation in .the grout West between "Mis- 
souri nnd the Pacific const; nnd when nil 
of arid America shall lihv'a come under 
irrigation the effect will he Incalculable. 

In America it wns the success of Cali- 
fornia Irrigation practiced at the Spanish 
minions that inspired Brlghnni Voting 
to lend the Mormons to Salt Lake valley, 
In Utah, Thnt vast basin, hemmed *in 
with mountains, and null, waves breaking 
ngnla.it lonely, desolate shores, was then 
while with alkali— in places hnlf a foot 
ioep. Col. Brldger. cnlted tho Mormons 
•Vrnzy.mnd," and offered Brlgham Voting 
5300 for tho 'first ear- ot corn raised In 
Salt Lake- vnllfey. For two years-. the 
Mormons lived on wild game and grass- 
hopper pies, then'camo crops, and later 
trulL .

Russian occupation of Korean terri- 
tory hns up to dnto been regarded as a 
screen behind which she proposes to se- 
cure her hold upon Mnnchurin. Nothing 
short of war would cause her to retiro 
from her position In Mnnohurin, but 
whUo Korean territory is of little value 
fo'Uic'ftusKHin protectorate alio may bo 
expected to make a determined effort to 
dominate tho lower waters of tho Yalu 
river. 

In fnct, curious as It may seem, the 
estanry of the Yalu river Is tho very 
locale of the dispute between the two 
powers, since, if Russia were ever per- 
mitted to dominate tho Yalu river, bIio 
would gain at ottec that special position 
upon tho frontiers of Korea which it 
\u the desire of Japan to frustrate. 

Although tho Russian occuputlou of 
Yong-nn-Po may bo circumvented, tho 
dor el op in out .of An-tung, upon tho oppo- 
site shore of tho river, cannot ho pre- 
vented, It seems, therefore, as Inevita- 
ble that some commanding position upon 
tho Yalu river must ultimately fall to 
her lot. . - 

Tho position ot Russia nt Niu-Chwnng 
has been Indicated by past events. Her 
occupation of Manchuria is nn old story, 
and she Is now ciigngcd in the rapid de- 
velopment of her interests nt An-tung, 
Tho position of tho port endowa*)t with 
unusual ndvniitngcs and the commercial 
potentialities rif tho place arc great, 

Striking away from An-tung Is tho 
Pekin "grcnt road," which runs to Idno- 
yaug. Above An-tung the river divides 
and shoals exist, the water being so shal- 
low that unne hut native craft can ply,* 
Wl-ju is situated about ten miles to tho 
eastward, nnd nt n point west nf Mao- 
Itewi-aluin, four miles below An-tung, 
there is tho terminus of the branch of 
the Mniichiirinn railway, which is to 
striko tho . river. 

With this iiiidertnltlhg the position of 
Russln will take on a new phase, nnd 
tho isolation of Port Arthur, nt present 
a grave defect 'in the strategic qualities' 
of her military situation ;in southern 
Mnnchurin, will hnve been dispelled.

DIE AS SHIP BURNS 



Fourteen Mon nnd Women, Fenrlnc 
Crcintit Ion, ferlsli In Moil Sea, 

Threatened with death by firo on ship- 
board, off the Pacific const, many pas- 
sengers nnd members of the crew of the 
steamer Queen risked their lives In small 
boats In a tempestuous sea and fourteen 
of them wero drowned. Those who pre- 
ferred to face the peril of whnt seemed 
for hours unriucnchnhlu flames fought 
fire and storm nnd survived to rescue 
others, bring In the half -burned ship and 
tell the story of tlic .disaster. 

With the greater part of the upper 
deck burned nwny nnd the stern almost 
-burned out, tho Queen nrrived nt Seat- 
tle and landed tlic 200 survivors of one 
of the most harrowing voyages ever ex- 
perienced' along the north Pacific coast. 
" Tho ship caught fire in the after sa- 
loon Saturday morning, while n terrific 
gale was raging. It, seemed within a 
short time that the entire vessel would 
be destroyed, nnd then the cnptnln allow- 
ed, nil who d en i red to do «o to take to tho 
small boats, two of which were Instantly 
swamped, the occupants being drowned. 

The lifeboats that wore flouted safely 
and two rnrts that were thrown over to 
pick tip any who might be thrown Into 
the water remained In tho vicinity of tho 
burning vessel and within view of It 
whllo the fire was being foneht by the 
crew nnd those among the.mnle pnsscn- 
gers that remained on hoard. 

The passengers and those of the crow 
who remained on board continued their 
fight against tho flames, with increasing 
Riicccss, until the fire was brought un- 
der control. When It was thought tho 
danger from firo was past Captain Cous- 
ins recalled the lifeboats and the occu- 
pants, were taken aboard. 

A ijny rope attached to the. gearing of 
a. brick hulld|ng at Norfolk, Va„ used 
to hots t one of the big guns of the moni- 
tor Nevada aboard the vessel, broke nnd 
sent the gun crashing- to the deck nf tho 
monitor. In Ita descent It damnged tho 
phip'ft bridge* considerably and knocked 
ii laborer unconscious. 



Russian troops have' clashed twice 
wlLh the enemy on the soil of;Korctu At 
Ping- Vang a body of Russian cavalry ap- 
proached the' north gate of tho >TnpuueN0 
camp mid tired nt . n dlstiiuce of 1,W>0 
meters. Tho Japanese infantry promptly 
responded hud a sharp fusillade follow- 
ed, as a result of which the Russians 
were forced to retire. 

In the second encounter the Russians 
were victorious. A dispatch from Leao- 
Tong, a town on the Manehurhin .rail- 
way some distance south of Mookdcu, 
says that Chinese of tho Yalu river re- 
port that an advance guard of"Uussiuu 
cavalry which has -penetrated Korea for 
a distance of about 1200 versW hnd an en*. 
counter with a detachment uf Japuucsc 
nnd thnt the Japanese were compelled 
to retreat, leaving their horses, which 
were seized by the Cossacks. Gen. Llno- 
yltch dispatched cavalry nnd a body ot 
infantry hi pursuit and with nn order to 
occupy north cm Korea. On tho IJum- 
Gycng froaticr, norlhenst of Wiju, n de- 
tachment of Korean soldiers was attack- 
ed nnd dispersed by ltnsslaii troops. 

Russian plllecrs believe they have now . 
accurate information of the Japanese 
plan of cauipnlgn In Manchuria and 
Korea. The .Taps have large bodies of 
troops near Gen Han, on the enstern const, 
nnd at Chemulpo, on tlic western const 
of Korea. These troops, arc engaged 
In - establishing »fi line of fort locations 
along tho bunks of the Tsl-Toug river 
nnd arc making preparations for tho 
reception of the. army landed a few dnys 
ago at Chemulpo, tho Intention of the 
Japanese being," ln r the Russian view, to 
run n series of fortification a right across 
Korea from Gcusati to Chimmmpo. 

These measures the -Russians believe 
to have been concerted In order to de- 
fend the middle ami southern parts of 
Korea from the Russians should the Jap- 
anese be unsuccessful on the Yalu and in 
Manchuria, 

ATTACK PORT ARTHUR ANEW. 

Japa Do Grcnt Dmnnt'e to Port's De- 
fending P<janilron< 

The Japanese licet Monday. p radically 
completed the annihilation of Russia's 
Port Arthur squadron, A llcrec bom- 
bardment, begun nt 10 o'clock in the 
morning, resulted in the sinking of thu 
cruiser Askohl and a torpedoor, tho crip- 
pling of the Novlk and the elleiicing of. 
tho Rotvlzun. Tho Japanese withdrew 
in perfect order. The attack was In com- 
pliance with tho Mikado's orders that 
Port Arthur must be taken at nil costs.. 

When the bombard incut' began ffio 
Russian cruisers Novik, Buy an and 
Askold, accompanied by four torpedo 
bonis, steamed out of the harbor to meet 
flto attack. After a lierco bnttlo they 
ivere compelled to retire. 

Tito Askold was In a sinking condition, 
.the Xovik greatly damaged, and one tor- 
pedo boat sunk, Tho Russian battleship 
ltetvbsfin, which has been on the rocks 
since the first engagement of the wnr, 
wus n special target for the Japanese' 
fire, r.nd wns struck several tiuioH, 

When tho Japanese saw, that they hnd 
done all the damage ppSHJhlc they with- 
drew in good order, As far as Is known, 
their fleet suffered no damage. After the 
bombnrdment a largo force of Russian 
artillery was sent to Pigeon bay. It be- 
ing feared, that the Japnncso would at- 
tempt to laud troops there. 

Port Arthur was reported very short 
of pro visions. The soldiers manning the 
land batteries seemed demoralized by the 
repeated attacks of the Japanese squad- 
ron,

Tho Wisconsin State capital nt Madi- 
son was destroyed by fire Saturday with 
a loss estimated at $£00,000. The State 
entries only purtltil Insurance, being In 
the process of changing from insurance 
III compuulcs to a system of State insur- 
ance. The fire involves tho building of 
n new ~capllol e n special session of the 
Lcglsluturc, uud the- probable renewal 
of the agitation hi favor or the removal 
of the capital from Madison to Milwau- 
kee.

The Japanese made another attack on 
Fort'- Arthur and were] repulsed. ' The 
attack "was made about two liotirs before 
dawn, AH torts of conflicting reports 
lb regard to tho engagement havo been 
received, but the most circumstantial ac* 
count makes It appear tliat tli a Japanese 
attempted to repent Lieut., Hobson's Iam- 
bus exploit nt Santiago, when lio sank 
the Mcrrlnme iti.tlie narrow mouth of tlio 
harbor, llbpiug to. bottle up tlto Spanish 
fleet 

•According to report, the Japanese load- 
ed f four steam era with atone and explo- 
sives nnd, supporting them >vlth the tor- 
pedo boa ts and cruisers of the fleet, put 
on nil steam 'and headed for the mouth 
of the, harbor. Tlio watch on the. dis- 
"ablod bnttlcslilp lletzlvaii, lying nearest 
to tlio culrnhco of the harbor, wns the 
first to discover tliu approach of the en- 
emy, Though unable to put to sen, the 
battery of the big warship Is Intact, find 
Inn moment her huge guns wuro playing 
furiously upon the approaching steamers, 
two of which, seemed to be heading di- 
rectly for her. It was but n moiucnt be- 
foru the land batteries mid the guns of 
every vessel In the Russian fleet were In 
'action. The Jnpsncso warships of Ad- 
miral Togo's'' fleet, following oiuse In, the 
wake of the stone-laden steamers, were 
not. slow In replying, and the darkness of 
the night, was lighted with the iiashcH of 
the guns from the opposing fleets, 

The daring .Tapancse Biillors on board 
the steamers that were to bo sacrificed 
lu the attempt to block the harbor kept 
boldly du. Probably lii the' darkness tho 
Russians mistook the foremost vessels 
for. tho cruisers of the Japanese fleet nnd. 
centered their lire upon them. Shot af- 
ter shot pierced the wooden shies of tho 
vessels nnd they were rapidly filling with 
wnter bftforo the crews attempted to es- 
cape. Two 'of tlio vessels wefo sunk 
near the entranco to tlio harbor and a 
third went n ground near tho lighthouse 
on the little peninsula known as the 
tiger's tall. The fate of tho fourth Is 
.unknown. 

In order tli nt Americans may realize- 
wlint has been going on In the roadstead 
sind outer harbor or Port Arthur since 
the beginning of the Russo-Jn panose war 
they havo only to recall the actions of 
tho American fleets during the war with 
Spain In 1803. When hostilities began at 
thnt'tlmo Dewey Immediately Btruck nt 
tho Spanish ships Ir. Manila bay and de- 
stroyed them.- In Cuban waters tho prob- 
lem of tho destruction or "bottling up" 
of Admiral Ccrveru's cruisers In Santiago 
harbor was of overwhelming Importance. 
Admiral Sampson tried to bottle -them 
up and Hobsou's exploit with tlio Mer- 
rlmnc tit rilled the world. Finally the 
Spnulsh ships made a dash for liberty 
nnd were smashed by the Americans. 
Then' land operations nlono were left, 
tho transports carrying troops being free 
from danger of attack.

EA9TERN WAR' NEWS 







Lii oC' last week thoro was little news nnd less that was 
reliable 'coining from tho seat of war In tlio Far Kant. 
Some of the reports dealing with alleged operations on 
's land seemed to be the creations of Imaginative writers, 
while others wera so conflicting that It was difficult to 
know what part to accept and what pnrt to reject 

With considerable circumstantiality it wna reported 
thnt It u ss Inn advance guards south 'of tho Yalu River 
were driven hack, with tlio loss of 2,500 lives. There 
havo been Bomo hlg battles fought In which tlio Jobs 
of life. was much less than Hits, and the association of 
advance guards, which usually do not number over 100 
men each with such a slaughter carried Ha own' refutation. 
' . While, of. (iourse, there may. bo minor clashes between Russlnns and 
Japanese hi' Korea at any time, it has Bcemcd probable that 'weeks might 
elapBo before there would be any serious land fighting. Russia, undoubtedly, 
is not ready for aggressiveness; rind It will be her policy to delay matters 
as long as possible bo aa to have her re-hil'orcemeuls on tho ground before 
tho serious work of land campaigning Is bogiin. One report had It that 
orders had' been issued to army and navy officers to remain on the tlo- 
fcnslvo' until June, when naval rc-inforcemonts are expected to arrive in 
tho East from Europe. -jj 

Apparently,, the Japanese havo been contenting themselves with effecting 
as thorough an organization in Korea as possible. They have been extend- 
ing the railroad from Fusan northward toward the Yalu River, bo. ns to bo 
able to hurry their men and supplies to the front when the serious campaign- 
ing should begin. Tho Japanese minister to England, Viscount Hayashl, 
says that Japan will take her time In opening tho campaign. "Tho shallow 
Inlets," he says, 'are now. frozen, retnrdlng the disembarkation of our forces." 

Mesintlmo Russia is grappling with the difficulty of moving ro-lnforce- 
ments across the Intervening space of nearly 0,000 miles which lio between 
Port Arthur and Vlndlvostock and St Petersburg. One report Russia Is Its 
Bource, however, says that the Manchurlan and Siberian roads are conveying 
troops without difficulty to the various points of concentration, and Prince 
Khlllkoff, the Minister of Railroad Communication, states that tho Siberian 
Itallrond Is ablo to rao'vo 110,000 troops a day toward their destination, but 
that the transit f com western points to the Far East will require six 'weeks. 
These are widely different from still- another report which says that the 
movement of troops Is much slower than was expected, tho anticipated 
average of 7,000 a day having fallen, to 8,000l : ' , 

Under Russia's new plans for tho land campaign General Kuropatkln, 
who resigned as Minister of War, assumes command of the entire military 
forces in tho East Ho has the reputation of 1 being ono of the' ablest officers 
In Europe, and In Russia ho 'Is almost worshiped, by the soldiers. He has 
had wide military, experiences In some of Russia's campaigns in. Asia and in 
tho war nguinst Turkey In 1877. Several ulembcrs of Russia's royal family, 
Including Grand Duke Michael, brother of the Czar, and Grand Duke' Alexis, 
set out far the Beat of war. 

A singular phnso which one would hardly associate with Russia Is tho 
wonderful wavo of patriotic enthusiasm which is sweeping over tho country. 
Even tho wild tribes of the Caucasus, Finns and Poles are offering their ser- 
vices to. tho common fatherland, while In St Petersburg forty-five Jewish 
physicians have offered to go to tho front 'to'' cn.ro for tho wounded. Rubles 
-by tho hundreds of thousands are being donated for Red Cross. relief work. 

During the week the rumor was again renewed that Russia was ncgo-, 
Hating for the passage of her Black. Sea fleet through tho Dardanelles, This 
fleet consists of several powerful battleships nnd a strong torpedo flotilla and 
should It be enabled to reach the -East It might greatly alter the balance of 
naval power there. ■- 

Late reports of the land movement by the Japanese show that troops 
landed at Possiet Bay, near Vladivostok, and advanced. to Hungchun, The 
Russian government nt Vladivostok fled to temporary quarters at Khaba- 
rooka, on the Amur River, COO miles north. Tho Invaders marched on Klrln, 
to the west Seventy miles of Trans-Siberian railway between Vladivostok 
and Harbtn have been destroyed by the Japaneso. These moves were believed 
to be preparatory to an attack on Vladivostok. Dalny was evacuatod but tho 
Russians boasted thnt they had mined the city so tho Japanese would not 
daro occupy it The Korean government ordered its soldiers to Join the Jap- 
ancso army In the field. 

Practically nothing is known of Japan's plane on land or aca. An un- 
confirmed report, which Is probably false, states that tho Japanese captured, 
four .Russian torpedo boats nt Port Arthur by using, tho Russian Blgnnla. It 
Is believed that the objective point of tho' Japanese troops which havo been 
landed at Chemulpo Is Ping-Yang,, a place of great strategic value, south of 
the mouth of tho Yalu River. . As itaeems to bo authentically stated that a . 
Cossack forco has taken possesBlon of Anju, to the north of Ping-Yang,. It 
has seemed as .though the first serious land fighting would likely tako place 
In thnt vicinity. ^ 




TAKES CONTROt OF KOREA 



Japan Institutes a Vlcemjalty In the 

Hermit Kingdom, 
; Jnp^n li'ns Instituted a. viceroy ally in 
Korea. Mr. Toitugnwii has been appoint- 
ed . resilient viceroy in Sednl apu^. Mr, 
Kato'vlee resident. The -latter for sev- 
eral weeks has stayed at the Imperial 
palace : ln| Seoul to prevent the Emperor 
from fleeing on board a French warship. 
The Japanese have removed the Gings- 
burg Conl Company's vessels from Che- 
mulpo nnd also the Korean warships, 
Tho Japanese cruisers Sumn and Idziima 
arrived at Shanghai. One thousand Rus- 
sian troops have arrived at Tbngwu and 
COO at Ranson. 

Tho Roseau government has decided 
to order >tlte army to join the Japanese 
forces In the field, The army ut present 
consists of about 20,000 men. trained in 
Europenn manner, lii 1800 the army 
was taken lu charge by a Itussiau' colo- 
nel, with three non-commissioned oflicers, 
but two years later he retireJ, after do- 
ing much to Improve the efficiency of the 
troops. 

One. of the features of the army Is the 
bodyguard of tho Emperor. It consists 
of 1,000 picket] men, all drilled to per- 
fection and under perfect discipline. 
From tihio to time drafts from this body- 
guard are mnde for the standing army, 
thus helping' greatly tho drilling of ' the 
latter. 

Tho port of Wlju has been opened to 
foreign trndu v but it has -not yet been 
decided what limitations to place, on 
commerce nnd other Incidental matters. 
The Opening of the port necessitated a 
harbor, nnd Yonganipho was chosen. 

Tho Japanese minister at Seoul has 
requested the Korean government to 
hand the French minister his passports. 

CHINA MAY FIGHT. 



DlBpatchci Indicate that Blio 'Will 
Slake "War on Ktissla. 
Dispatches from ,tho sent of war Indl- 
cota that China Is getting ready to make 
war ob IhiHwin. Tho most significant 
news contained in the telegrams Is'to the 
effect that five thousand Chinese cavalry 
watched by Japanese ofneera left Tien- 
tsin for Cliang-Kwnn on the Munch uriun 
border and within easy striking distance 
of the Russian troops. Two thousand 
former Chinese soldiers arc harassing the 
Russians at Lino Yang, The Chinese 
tire guarding the Chinese railroad and 
havo 'thousands of troops disposed of at 
good strategic points. At Shanghai tho 
Japanese have threatened to forco obedi- 
ence to China's order to tho Russian war 
vessel Mnndjur to leave tho harbor, by 
entering and driving tier out. Viceroy 
Alcxieff lias threatened the Chinese with 
severe punishment if they fall to recog-'- 
nize his requisitions. At Pckln the 
Dowager Empress held n reception which 
the Russian ambassador, M. Lessnr, fall* 
ed to attend. This Is regarded as most 
Blgalflcatit, China has ordered two cruis- 
ers to Shanghai to eject the Hussion gun- 
boat Mnndjur from the harbor. The 
RiiBdau colony at Seoul has taken refuge 
la the legation at Chemulpo mid in tlio 
ofucos of the Russian East Clilua Com- 
pany, which 1b guarded by sailors.'

The cables to the south have 
been cut by the Japanese and those to 
the north may be rendered useless at 
any tlinc. A still,, greater obstacle Is 
government control which not only re- 
sults ' In government messages being 
given preference nt nil times, -but In o 
censorship (if all news dispatches offered' 
fur tni mini infirm. The majority of war 
cablegrams arc being dated from points 
that arc rcniote from the area of con- 
flict, and many of them nre roundel on 
"rumors" emanating from points which 
are almost inaccessible by nny menus of 
communication, Many reports uru dupli- 
cated yet bo widely different in details 
that they nre easily construed as relating 
to 'distinct events, thus" multiplying Jap- 
anese victories. and Russian defeats. This 
results in confuting .the renders of dally 
papers, nud In relegating to the weekly 
paper tho opportunity nod responsibility 
of presenting reliable war news. 

Another difllculty to be surmounted l» 
the language of all' original reports, both 
the Japanese and Russian langunges con- 
taining Idioms which hnve' no couuter- 
r.iirtA In cither English, French or Ger- 
man, bu that there Is the further liability 
of misstatement and misrepresentation. 
Correctness of reports, therefore, required 
a knowledge of the fngtB or a hnrmonlz- 
ing of statements relating to them, either 
of which requires time commanded only 
by the weekly paper. In this respect If 
In no other, the advantages of the week- 
ly paper over the dnily in the presenta- 
tion of reliable news, Is apparent to 
every person wiio undertakes to gain n 
comprehensive Idea of events, their se- 
quenco and their importance In'.dctcrmin- 
lllg the Issue between Japan and Russia. 

MACHEN AND OTHERS GUILTY. 



Forty Thaninnil Japi Bald ta Have

Cabling from Che-Poo, a correspondent 
of the Loudon Morning Post says 40,000 
moro Japanese troops have landed at 
Chemulpo and that ho Iibb received con- 
firmation of the'report thnt somo Japan- 
ese hare landed nt Pigeon Bay, others at 
Tn Ilea- wan, and that an engagement oc- 
curred tho night of Feb. 12. 

According to the Loudon Standard's 
correspondent nt Seoul the Japanese 
bombarded Port Arthur at Intervals be- 
tween Feb. 8 and 14, causing, however, 
only slight damage. 

The report ts confirmed thnt seventy 
miles of railroad track and some Impor- 
tant bridges have been destroyed between 
Harbin and Vladivostok. This will bo 
a great advantage to the Japaneie, as 
Vladivostok is known to be badly sup- 
plied and It, therefore, could not long re- 
sist a Japanese attack. There is still. 
however, no news of actual operations of 
any kind.

August W. Machen, former chief of 
tho rural frco delivery division of the 
FostoJItee Depnrtmcnt; George E, Lo- 
renz, former postmaster of Toledo, Ohio; 
Diiier D. Groff and Samuel A. Groff 
were found guilty of conspiracy to de 1 
fraud the government through -contracts 
for supplying the postal service with 
the Groff letter box fasteners. 

The conviction of. Machen Is regarded 
by postofflce and, other government offl- 
cinls as a victory of surpassing impor- 
tance in connection with future poBtodlce 
prosecutions. Machen, they have held 
nil along, was the dominating figure of 
tho coterie of officials in the department 
who used their positions for private 
gain. He was the nbleBt man among 
them and the, chief offender In the senn- 
! dul. ' 

The sweeping verdict wns totally un- 
expected and caused a sensation in Wash- 
ington, Major Holmes Conrad, special 
counsel for the government, In his clos- 
ing address to the jury, expressed his 
personal conviction that " t£atnuci A. 
Groff, Inventor of the letter-box fastener 
and for twenty years a policeman in the 
District of Columbia, wns Innocent of 
oil connection with the conspiracy nnd 
urged Ills acquittal. The jury, however, 
enme to another conclusion nnd convict- 
ed 11 1 e former pollcemnn. The jury was 
out less than eight hours. 

The announcement of the foreman of 
tho jury thnt the verdict was ,"gullty ns 
tn all four defendants" took them com- 
pletely by surprhte. Machen, who here- 
tofore had practiced sclf-restrmnt to a 
higher dogree than any of his codefcud- 
ants, half jumped from his chair. Per- 
spiration started from his face in streams 
nud ho seemed about to collapse. He 
recovered his nerve In a moment, how- 
ever,, and all traces of emotion dlsnp- 
perirod. 

The- senior counsel for the defendants 
promptly made a motion for a new trial 
and then asked that the defendants be 
admitted to ball pending its disposition, 
Judgo Pritciiard, who presided over- the 
long trial, fixed the hall of- each defend- 
ant nt $20,000 and four, separate bonds 
were given nnd npproved. 'Then tho con-

- Late Tuesday afternoon the Senate. or 
the United Sto'tes ratified the treaty 
with' the Republic of' : Pauaroa for tho • 
construction of a ship canal across the- , 
isthmus. Th e vote "wan ' taken before ths- 
Senate opened its doors after 'the ezecu- ; 
tlvo session. 

J 'Tho Semite met at 11 o'clock — an hour, 
"earlier than usual: Teller, of. Colorado, 
and Simmons, of North Carolina,, volcodi;' 
the last protests of the opponents of the. 
convention with Pnnamn.' Simmons,- 
however, declared his intention of voting; 
for ratification. In tho executive ses- 
sion Senator Morgan spoke nt length in 
denunciation of the treaty, and was an- 
swered by Senators Cullom and Lodge. 
Tho opponents admitted defeat and de- 
sertion of their comrades to the treaty's, 
banner.

.1003, that the people of -tho Isthmus ■ 
threw off their allegiance to Colombia... 
Three days Inter the government of llie- 
Unlted States recognized the independ- 
ence of Panama. Twelve days later the 
termfl of n' treaty between the United" 
States and Panama were signed In Wash- 
ington by representatives of both gov- 
ernments. 



VENEZUELAN DECISION. 



Three Warlike Powers Given Prefer" 
ence In Collection. 

The Hague arbitration tribunal, which 
has been considering the claims of tho 
blockading powers for preferential treat- 
ment of their claims against Venezuela, ■ 
has decided unanimously that tho three- 
blocknding powers — Great Britain, Ger- 
many nnd Italy — have the right to & 
preference of 30 per cent of tho customs- 
duties at La Guayra and Porto Cobelio, 
the litigants to pay their own costs in 
the procedure .and divide equally the 
costs of the tribunal. The United States 
Is commissioned to carry out the decision 
of the tribunal within three months. 

In giving' judgment the tribunal points' 
out thnt It has been guided by Interns-- 
tlonnl'lav and the equity of the case and' 
that tho protocols signed at Washington; 
•lace Feb. 13, 1003, and particularly tho 
protocol of May 7, the obligatory nature- 
of which cannot be doubted, form the- 
legal basis of its sentence; that the tri- 
bunal is not competent to question tho- 
Jurisdlction of the mixed commissions' 
at Caracas or to judge their action or 
tho character of the warlike operations 
©f tho blockading powers, or to decide If . 
the three blockading powers eshnusted 
nil pacific means to prevent the neces- 
sity for employing force. 

Tim tribunal decides that It Is In a. 
position only to certify, thnt since 1D01L 
Venezuela refused arbitration, proposed' 
on several occasions by Germany nndl 
Great Rritnin; thnt after the war no. 
formal treaty of peace was concluded; 
that the operations of the block ad en* 
were stopped before they bad received 
satisfaction for nil their claims, and, fur- 
ther, that the question of preferential! 
treatment wns submitted to arbitration.. 
Tho tribunal declares that it found and! 
recognized in these .fncts evidence iib 
favor of the grent principle of arbitra- 
tion lu all phases of International con- 
flict. 

The decision of The Hngue tribunal Im 
the Venezuelan cnBe granting preference 
to the blockading powers, Great Britain,. 
Germany and Italy, wns received nt the- 
State Department with marked signs of 
disapproval. It wns held that such an 
nward favoring the nations that resort etl. 
to war at the expense of peaceful cred- 
itors was calculated to put a premium oni 
war. .

From numerous and 
extensive experiments made by this 
author it appears that by adding to 
Impure. water, even that containing 
pathogenic microbes, an extermely 
small quantity of chloride of silver 
there is accomplished the complete 
disinfection of the water. For this 
purpose two milligrams or at most 
two and ono-IiaJf milligrams of the 
chloride are sufficient : ; to "absolutely 
sterilize a liter of water and to elimi- 
nate every danger of 'Infection. The 
process is so simple that one cannot 
expect' any .Improvement upon It In 
the future; It may be used by any one 
ond in every condition of life, the ster- 
ilization being complete after a few 
minutes — ten at the most— and no 
apparatus being necessary beyond a 
small vial with a solution of chloride 
of silver. 

The water keeps its flavor and all 
of Its properties without mod If) cat! on, 
only undergoing a slight whitening, 
which disappears after a few hours 
of repose. Water purified by means 
of boiling, ozone and all other pro- 
esses known up to the present, when 
exposed to the air soon becomes im- 
pure, whereas the process of Prof. 
Paterno keepa Uib water pure for

How Russian Merchants Win Valuable 
Concessions from the Czar. 

Russia's desire to extend her trade 
to all parts of the' Orient are many 
and some of them both daring and 
adroit, Frequently privileges are ob- 
tained for her merchants' and .cara- 
vans to pass Into or through the cov- 
eted country for trade; to open stores 
and banks; to. trade at ports and navi- 
gate rivers; to establish post routea 
with their various stations for ex- 
change of drivers and horses,' and to 
Install consuls at various places. Con- 
cessions are secured for cutting Um- 
ber or operating mines on certain 
tracts of land and rights are produced 
whereby Russia and ber subjects may 
buy land and build consulates, stores 
and factories, and also dwellings for 
those who are connected with the 
various enterprises. Rights are also 
obtained or taken to protect the Chris-" 
tlan subjects of an unchristian govern- 
ment. 

Army reconnoiterlng expeditions are 
sent into the country with goods, dis- 
guised as merchants, or accompanied 
by a detachment of Cossacks and 
claiming to be^purely scientific expe- 
ditions. Out of pure generosity con- 
cessions whi^k when asked for are 
represented an unimportant, assume 
great significance after they are grant- 
ed and are rigorously enforced and 
greatly expanded. What may pose as 
a legitimate and perfectly harmless 
business arrangement Is extended, as 
later construed by Russia, to^cov.er 
privileges far beyond anything the vtf> 
tim ever dreamed of. The conces- 
sions which Russia extracts from oth- 
ers are rarely accompanied wfth 
equivalent or adequate returns, and 
more often nothing Is granted In ex- 
change.

Extinct Animals. 
No extinct land animal of former ages 
has a bigger body than has the biggest 
African elephant of to-day, and not 
one, bo far as 1b known, exceeded or 
even equaled, in total bulk the exist- 
ing great whales, which sometimes are 
all of 100 feet long. As . elephants, 
horses and similar animals are traced 
backward through the -various strata 
they are found to get smaller and 
smaller. - Some extinct elephantB were 
no bigger than Shetland ponies, while 
the horses of prehostortc times were 
about the size of large dogs. In al- 
most every groups of hairy warm- 
blooded- animals .existing, 'specimens 
are bigger than those of bygone times, 
and the notion that there'. Is any ten- 
dency In animal life to dwindle In size 
Is entirely without foundation. There 
arc, of course, exceptions, for the ex- 
tinct sloths, kangaroos, lizards and 
some others exceeded in bulk ^exist- 
ing creatures of the same order.

The lady bugs swarm 
upon sale-covered trees and keep up, a' 
perpetual plohic, Increasing as they, 
go, until the orchard is cleaned entire- , 
ly. Then Mr. Craw found that; we 
have a minute Insect, a native of the 
golden west;-.whlchj properly encour- 
aged,, moves into the black scale, In- 
habits it as" a place of residence' and 
proceeds to eat up its habitation, and 
then moves with its Increased family 
'into others, This little friend of ours 
does not. increase. fast enough to en- 
tirely overtake the black scale, which 
outbreeds It, hut it does destroy from 
one to three-quarters of. the\black 
scale every year, and the black' lady-, 
bird from Australia does the rest
